Tur publiahed report of the mileage allowed to
members of the Natlonal Congress has cansed
a oatural surprise and no small inhgnation
among tho taxpayers, It seems ns thongh the
rule by which distances were settled, and rites
per mile allowed, was merely an arbl’ rary one, to
be altered, inoreased, or dimini-heo at the whim
of the Chairman of the Commitice having the
matter in hand, We bave read with astonish.
ment the rates set down as chargel by rallroad
compinivs for conveying an ndividanl from
Washington to his home. In some enses the
mileage amonnts to a smull fortine, The mem-
ber from Washinglon gets $§12,080, from Calls
fornia $10,002, and so on, while their saluric
only amount to $4000 for the term. 1t woald
seem a2 though the salary were a pergaisits,
and the milenge their chiel means ot gnpport,

Not only 18 the sum thas pald enormous, hut
there are evident discrepancies in the distribu
tion. Mr. Garrigep, of Oblo, ealled attontion
to the fuct when he gave notice of his fntention
10 offer a resolution directing the Commities on
Mileage to examine and report what disore-
pancy there was between the amonnt of il ngs
received by members of the lnst Congress and
the pmount claimed by them, aud directing the
Committee to allow no more mileaze infuture ty
a member than is elnimed by him, He expluned
the renson why he wished the resolutlon to be
adopted. On looking into Exccutive dorament
No, 115, showing the pay and mileuge ol mem-
bers for the Iast Conoress, e found himaelt ot
down as being paid for 2740 miles of wravel,

being for 685 miles four times, wherens he ho!
only claimed, 1n answer to the cironiar son
him by the Chalrman of the Com ait'ee on
Milcage, 666 milea as the distance trom s

home to Washington: that, muliiplied by four,
would make vhe number of miles lor wiich he
should have been paitd 2260, so that hie was paid
for 450 milez more than he tad cluimed. He
found now, on inguiry, that other members from
Uhio, and perhaps from all parts of the counteoy,
had been allowed more mileage than they had
elaimed, The geatleman from Cleveland (Mr,
SeavrpiNg) claimed for only 510 miles, and was
allowed 034: and hie colleazue (Mr., Bomexcg)
claimed for only 630 miles, and was allowed for
812, The letters in wolch they stuted tae nuin-
ber of miles travelled, in reoly to the circalar of
the Chairmen of (he Committee o Mitvage, he
found in the rocms ol the Serzeant a-Arms, n-
dorsed, with the inereased number of mitles, *‘ap-
proved, J, W, W.”

It would thus seem a8 though the ratio of (s
tances has a sort of shiding scale, which coald
be either eloneated or diminished at pleasare,
A sourtof Invisible cap wae apuolied by Mr,Warre,
and ciries eitber repelled or atiracied, ns thoush
he wis a gieantic loadsione, It tlso untios
able that the members coming from the sume
place do not recrive the game pay.

We had no idea that the
Pennsylvania Railroad charged $4758 to go from
our city to the State capital, Mr. Hosnpirp, of
lows, gels $5200, Mr, Avuson $2238, and
Mr, Guminsenn $1428, a considerable difference
for go small o Swate, Hon. Jasmes Brooxes, of
New York city, receives $370, while My, Cuas-
sen gets $977+00, the extradollar avd sixiy conts
being probably allowed for the street cars. L.
W. Rosgs, ot Illinois, vets $2265, while J. 8. Ror-
Liyg, of Missouri, who certeinly lives further
from Washington than Mr. Ross, but $2065. Mr,
Samuern J. Raxpaun recelves $224, and Mr,
Cuapues O'Frinn $250°40.  Probubly the horse-
car explanation accounts for the extra expendi-
ture of £6:40, But we could mnltiply instances
without number.

Four Deaths since Last Report—Plan
of the Beard of Hoealth e Destroy the
Fotnon,

Four deaths from oholera bave been reported
to the Board of Heslth since the lustissue of the
Tribune, We ghall endeavor briefly to give a
history of these cases, %lvlng_ the fsots as re-
corded at the Burean of Vital Statistios:—

DEATH IN WAVRERLEY PFLACE,

Mr. Rufus Durkee arrived in the city last
Thursday morping from Gratton, Rensselaor
county, and after broakinsting, went to a triend’s
house at No, 127 Wayerley place. During the
evening of that day he wandered sround among
the cleanlier thoroughfares, apending some time
in Fifth avenue and Madison nquare, and tinally
returning throngh Fourth avenue, Unfon sqanre,
aud Umversity place to the residence o! his
friend. He passed the night comfortably. arose
enarly, ook a light breakiast, and started down
town, Eelore reaching his destination he waa
violently attacked by a profuse dinrrhoos, which
rapicly Inoreased in copiousness, and &0 pros.
irated him thot be was anable to return,  Hle
wiid tnslly placed in a carmage and driven
bome, suflering thronghont the sntire distanoe
Irom mwncontrollable rice-water and albuminogs
discharges.

At noon the patient foll into a state of pol
lnpse from which there wus no reaction, and gt
10 o'clock I'riduy evening, alter an illnesa of less
than 11 bours, ho died. Mr. Durkee was fully
conecious even at the moment of dissolution,
and replied to questions vntil his strenzth was

itterly exbansted, with the elearness of one in
perfeet heatth. The house In which Mr, Durkee
died = sald to have been admirably kept and
cleanly in every respect.  His habits were good,
and there was no mdizeretion ol anv kind upon
his purt, =0 far as the sanitary oflicers coaly
learn,  The usual precautions lor preventing the
spread of the Infection were taken by the lamily,
Liglntectants wore thoroughly used, and thas
tar there hus been no other esse roported Lo the
neighborhood,

died of choleya fast Sawrday mornine, at No,
a6 Onk street.
